NORTH CONWAY. 

This charming village, situated in the valley 
of the Saco, about twenty miles from Mount 
Washington, is the favorite resort of many. ar- 
tista, and of. famihes of intelligence and. reffhe- 
ment,who spend the entire Summer there: Look- 
ing up the level and fertile valley; Mote Moun- 
tain appears in the foreground on one side of the 
river, and Mount Kearsarge on the. other. From 
the two prominences extend ranges of moun- 
tains which seem to meet beyond .at.. Mount 
Washington; which’ towers grandly above them: 
all. ‘The whole aspect is one of harmony, gran- 
deur and incomparable . beauty... There area 
number of curiosities to be seen in this vicinity, 
among which are- Diana’s Baths, the Cathredal 
and Artist’s Falls. There ‘are three or four 
churches, eight hotels and innumerable board- 
ing-houses in the village, and one marked fea- 
ture of' the place is its neatness and brightness. 
The hotels. and boarding-honses all bear a good 
Yeputation, and can .be commended for their 
cleanliness. 

“ MUSHROOMYILLE.” . 

This is a little village on the banks of Artist’s 
Brook, in the suburbs of North Conway. As you 
approach the ‘place it has something the appéar- 
ance of a collection of gigantic mushrooms, but 
closer observation shows them to be umbrellas, 
under which, ‘seated on camp chairs, are ladies 
and gentlemen, busily engaged with pencil or 
brush, in reproducing-some of the many beauties 
of nature ‘around them.

THE INFALLIBILITY SCHEME, 

We are not any longer permitted to doubt that 
the day is near when the vote will be taken in 
the Council upon the question: of the Pope's 
personal infallibility. . Within the next ten days, 
we aré confidently assured, that the dogma 
‘which is to be the new law for the Catholic Epis- 
eopacy, and upon which such great reckoning is 
made to put a check upon the resolution, is to be 
proglaimed.: At the moment, we ‘are most in- 
terested to see what the conduct of. the. mfiu- 
ential members of the opposition in the Council 
‘will be,’ when each one is called upon for his 
solemn response of placet or non plaéet. Will 
the hundred or more Fathers, who have so many 
times declared that the schemé is uncalled ‘for, 
and will prove hurttul to the interests of the 
Churoh have the coutage to give emphasis to 
their opinions by the formal condemnation of 
their votes? It1s the doubt of the moment, to 
be resolved after a tew more days of waiting.
